I AM happy to have an opportunity « of diſcuſhng 
this ſubje& with the noble Lord in this aſſembly ; 
I know of none on which there has been ſuch a 
ſeries of ſtudied and perſevering miſrepreſentation; 
and certainly very liberal contributions have been 
made to the Common ſtock, under the ſanction and 
authority of the noble Earl's name. If we are 
to believe reports apparently well authenticated, 
which have been nearly avowed this night on his 
part, the noble Earl has twice brought forward 
this ſubject in the Britiſh Houſe of Lords. His 
firſt propoſition to that grave aſſembly was, to ad- 
dreſs his Majeſty to interpoſe his gracious and pa- 
ternal interference to allay the diſcontents ſubfiſt- 
ing in the kingdom of Ireland, which threatened 
the deareſt intereſts of the Britiſh empire.

This gentleman had taken 
the oath of allegiance to his Majeſty, and was fuf- 
fered to retire to his plantation ſome miles up the 
country; the uſe which he made of this indulgence 
was, to excite ſedition, diſaffection and diſturbance 
in the adjacent diſtrict, to terrify the weak and timid 
into an Union with him, and to murder every man 
who had conſtancy to reſiſt his ſolicitations.
